Caused by Food 


How Skin Test Is Made to 
Determine If Baby Is Al-

; HE poor little baby itself, first 
T ana foremost; the parents, the 
doctor and all the relatives and 
friends are likely to have their 
patience tried at an infantile ecze- 
ma. The worst of it is that it is so 
mysterious and so stubborn. 

Here is an apparently perfectly 
healthy child, fat, gaining weight, 
with good digestion and heart, and 
vet the poor little thing has its face 
and hands and arms eternally bro- 
ken out in a sore, itchy, scaly, un- 
sightly eruption, 

Most cases, it is now agreed, are 
in the nature of allergy or hyper- 
sensitiveness — the same group as 
hay fever, which we have been con- 
sidering. 

Most, but not all. Some are what 
the dermatologists call seborrhoeis 
dermatitis, which means a scaly, 
fatty inflammation of the skin with- 
out Known cause. Some are due to 
fungus infections. In some cases 
the eczema is a contact dermatitis 
due to soaps, alkalis, clothing, dyes, 
paint (from furniture)—anything 
which may touch the baby’s skin. 

Most cases, however, are due to 
allergy, and in most instances the 
allergen is a food. 

The common foods which may 
cause infantile eczema are milk, 
eg 7, wheat, corn, rice, barley, po- 
tato, tomato, carrots, peas, beans, 
spinach, asparagus. banana, apple, 
orange, prunes, beef, chicken, lamb 
and pork. 

If the child reacts to one of these 
when tested by the skin or patch 
test, this may lead the way to recov- 
ery. The common foods the infant 
eats should be used for the tests, 
but that is not enough. If the baby 
is breast fed, some food the mother 
eats may be the cause of the diffi- 
culty. 

Eggs are among the most fre- 
quent disturbers, and this has 
caused in individual instances some 
quite perplexing problems. A child 
with eczema may show by the skin 
test that it is violently sensitive to 
egg, yet May never have eaten an 
egg in its life. The sensitization 
may have occurred from the moth-
